MORE REPUBLICS. 

Haytians and Dominicans Fighting on 
the Frontier. 

Cape Haytien, Hnyti, Feb. 25, via 
Haytien cable.— A skirmish has taken 
place between Haytiens and Dominicans 
at Philobert, on the northern frontier. 
A party of Ha,> tians were attacked by 
a number of Douiinicians. The Haytien 
consul at Dnjabon sought refuge at 
Quanaminthe, Hayti, about five miles 
from the frontier. The Dominlciah con- 
sul n,t Capo Haytien has received orders 
from his government to repair imme- 
diately to tho scene of the disturbance 
and endeavor to put an end to the fight- 
ing and cause the Haytian consulate ait 
Dajabon to be respected.

Vancouver, Feb. 25.— The Goldsmith 
Copper mines syndicate have been of- 
fered a large sum; one of tho largest 
sums yet offered, for a group of mines 
under otie management for their r-.rc- 
pertfflS Oh Howe Sound. Tho pl'obur- 
ties of (ho Goldsmith Copper Company 
adjoin the Britannia mines and com- 
prise all the claims between the Britan- 
nia mines and the water. The princi- 
pal owners are Messrs. Tanner, W. H- 
Aringstrong, W. H. Treat, Thos. Dunn 
and E. V. Bodwell of Victoria. The 
properties have been pro red for a depth 
of over 200 feet. The mines are said 
to be an enormous deposit of low grade 
ore. Should the deal go through; with 
the extensive development of the Brit- 
annia and Goldsmith properties a big 
mining town is bound to spring up on 
Howe Sound. Mr. Tanner was asked 
this morning if it were true that and 
this morning 1 if it were true that an 
offer had been made for the Goldsmith 
properties and replied that it was quite 
true that parties- of high standing had 
been negotiating for the properties, but 
the company had available capital to 
derelope it and it was likely that they 
would work the property themselves. 
Another report was to the effect that it 
was very likely that the Goldsmith 
claims would change hands during the 
month of March as no less than three 
big offers had been made for the proper- 
ties. 

Forty shares of the Vancouver Oil, 
Gas and Coal Exploration Company 
have been disposed of at $200 a share 
to Vancouver and Victoria people, leav- 
ing only live shares to dispose ol". J. 
It. Adams representing the Company 
leaves to-morrow to take up more land 
near the company's oil properties in 
Washington state and to let a contract 
for the sinking of the first well. 

Several wholesalers were interviewed 
this morning regarding the prospects 
for the wholesale trade as between Van- 
couver and the Yukon country. On the 
whole the interview* were hot very en- 
couraging. Messrs. Malkin & Co. stat- 
ed that while they had had several en- 
quiries from would be shippers, their ad- 
vices were that Dawson was heavily 
stocked and the best evidence of this 
was that the big firms were cutting 
prices. They hardly thought the trade 
would he equal to last year, for this 
reason: they certainly believed it would 
lie no bigger. Mr. Nasmith of Messrs. 
Oritlln & Co., stated that while they 
bad had a few enquiries for perish- 
able stuff, the Yukon trade was not :-a 
hopeful as they would wish. He un- 
derstood that in potatoes particularly 
and provisions generally Dawson was 
well supplied. However, it was quite 
possible that the opening of navigation 
would find the Yukon short of stocks 
when perhaps a heavy demand might 
be made on British Columbia. He was 
certainly hopeful that the trade would 
he up to last. year. 

F. R. Stewart stated that he had had 
some enquiries but was not in a posi- 
tion to size up the situation. Messrs. 
Kelly & Douglas were more hopeful; 
they reported having hud numerous en- 
quiries and said that the trade would 
be certainly better than hist year. '.Messrs. 
Brackman & Ker also stated that 
from the orders already received and 
enquiries regarding .future \sb,(pin.ents 
they certainly thought British Columbia 
might hope for a good trade with the 
Yukon the coming summer, always pro- 
vided that boats were available. 

P. Armour & Co. have established tin 
agency in the Flack Block, for the pur- 
pose of working up n British Columbia- 
Yukon demand for their meats. . . 



London, Feb. 25.— The secretary for 
war, Mr. Broderick, discussing a mo- 
tion to publish tho proceedings of courts 
of inquiry, said it was still the purpose 
of the govomment to make a general in- 
quiry into the conduct of the war in 
South Africa, when the war was sub- 
stantially ended. Nobody could say it 
was substantially ended while 200,000 
men were ongaged in the military oper- 
ations. 

The government in the meanwhile had 
investigated twenty painful incidents of 
surrenders of British troops. A largo 
number of officers had been made ac- 
countable, and ten had been dismissed. 
No officer returning from South Africa 
would be employed at home without 
Lord Roberts' and Lord Kitchener's re- 
commendation. Scarcely a week passed 
without an officer being removed or 
otherwise punished. I' 

Lord Cranborue, under secretary of 
tho foreign office was asked in the House 
of Commons to-day by Sir Ellis Aflh- 
med Bartiett, Conservative, if the gov- 
ernment had any information confirm- 
ing the Russo-Chinesc agreement regard- 
ing Manchuria, mentioning the clauses 
in the agreement referred to in a de- 
spatch to the London Times from Pekin, 
published on February 20. Among tho 
clauses referred to were provisions that 
all the military and other officials shall 
be appointed subject to Russian approv- 
al; that each province shall have two 
Russian officials, one in command of the 
Chinese police, and the other to control 
the railway, and China shall not he al- 
lowed to build any railroad in Manchu- 
ria. Sir Ashmed Bartiett also referred 
to other articles previously published. 

Tho Under Secretary replied that tho 
government hnd no official knowledge of 
tho terms of the Russo-Chinese agree- 
ment, but had been informed that it 
includes most of the provisions enumer- 
ated. Ho added that the Russian gov- 
ernment gives verbal assurances that 
the agreement was one of a temporary, 
and provisional character. 

Lord George Hamilton, tho Indian sec- 
retary, answering a question regarding 
the looting at Pekin, replied that the 
British troops had been forbidden to 
loot. Stringent measures had been tak- 
oil. Certain articles of value which had 
been Jeft in the summer pnbrcc after tho 
Russian evacuation, were in possession 
of tho British, They would bo return- 
ed to the Chinese ovhen peace was estab- 
lished.

South Carolina Revives Good 
Old Days "Befo' the 
Wah" 



New York, Feb. 25.— Tho following de- 
spatch regarding the convict lease sys- 
tem operated in South Carolina, where- 
by negroes aro placed in slavery, is 
published here to-day: 

"Charleston, S. O: Slave dealers in 
Anderson county who have been operat- 
ing under the convict lease system, 
which was condemned in court a week 
ago, have ma do tho first move by releas- 
ing twenty-one negroes, who were held 
captive in the stockades. Tho grand 
jury was ordered to make a searching in- 
vestigation, and a Teport will be submit- 
ted to a special term of court called for 
March 7. It is said that among the ne- 
groes held in the Anderson stockado 
were several aged men who had served 
as slaves before the war of tho rebellion. 
One old negro secured his freedom 
through his former master. Ho said he 
had been caught like others, with curi- 
ous and mysterious contracts, which had 
to be signed, and was not aware of what 
ho had done until hurled into prison and 
informed that he. would be shot if ho 
tried to escape. Judge Bennett has de- 
clared tho whole system will bo exposed. 
Much uneasiness is being felt over the 
probable report to be made by the grand 
jury. 

Washington, Fob. 25.— Southern con- 
gressmen have been violently agitated by 
the stories from North Carolina relative 
to the treatment of nei.-roer, who are re- 
ported to be held as slaves. A number 
of informal conferences hr-ve been held 
with a view to drawing up resolu- 
tions which will insure congressional in- 
quiry into the alleged horror exposed. 

COURT WILL RETURN. 

Li Hung Chang Does Not Expect Any 
Further Trouble. 

Pekin, Feb, 25.— Li Hung Chang says 
he expects that the imiNjriail court will 
return to Pekin as soon r-s notification 
is given that the. troops of the allies are 
evacuating the capital. He also asserts 
that no further difficulty in the negoti- 
ations is possible. Some old residents 
here think there may be difficulty in con- 
nection with Hie ceremonial of receiving 
ministers of the powers by the court, 
but the ministers themselves do not anti- 
cipate any.

Frankfort-on-the-Maln, Feb. 25.— King Ed- 
ward arrived here early this morning, and 
was received by the staff of the British 
consulate. After breakfast nis Majesty 
strolled about the station platform until 
Emperor William arrived. The greetings 
■exchanged by the monarchs were most cor- 
dial. 

At 9 o'clock the King and Emperor bonrd- 
•ed a train and proceeded for Cronberg. 

Cronberg, Feb. 25. — King Edward and 
Emperor William arrived here this morn- 
ing and drove In a sleigh to Frledrlchshof, 
where the Emperor bid farewell to the 
King and returned to Homburg. The King 
proceeded to the bedside of his sister, the 
Dowager Empress Frederick. 

King Edward remained with his sister a 
quarter of an hour. It was observed that 
His Majesty, on leaving, betrayed no 3pe- 
■ elal anxiety, and it was deduced that he

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 

Interesting Subjects Discussed at Last 
Eveumg's Meeting. 

The meeting of the Natural History 
Society last evening was ono of the 
largest and most interesting yet (held at 
the society's new rooms. The president 
submitted a specimen of jade impli- 
ments found at Saanich, which in qual- 
ity and finish is one of the finest yet 
discovered on the Coast. Canon Pad- 
don exhibited a surious insect, captured 
at Cheraaimis by Constable Halhed, of 
that place. It was evidently a species 
of cricket, but its exact vfliriety was new 
and unknown to the members present. 
A good deal of general business wag 
transacted, but the feature of the even- 
ing was a paper by Capt. Waibran, on 
Capt. Barldey's voyages to this coast, in 
the latter part of the eighteenth century. 
Tiiere is no written record of this early 
navigator's voyages, but the Captain got 
the data, for his paper from the manu- 
script diary of Capt. Barkley's wife, 
who accompanied him, and who was the 
first white woman to visit the northwest 
coast, and from the published accounts 
of Capt. Meeres, Putlock & Dixon, and 
others. As this paper will be published 
in full by the Colonist, no particulars 
are hero given, but it will be interesting 
locally to know that Capt. Barkley, the 
navigator, was the grandfather of Capt. 
Ed. Barkley, of Westholme, V. I., and 
gave hie name of Barclay Sound, incor- 
rectly so spelled. He also rediscovered 
the Strait of Juan de Fuca, which for 
severaJ centuries was considered apo- 
cryphal. Capt. Walbran was warmly 
congratulated on his paper, which evin- 
ced a great deal of original research.

Immigration Officer Ellis Paid a 
a Visit to the Islands Last 
Week. 



Many Japanese on the Island 
but Report Not Authen- 
ticated. 



Larly last week ranchers residing on 
Mnyne and Saturn* Islands advised 'ho 
provincial government and the customs 
that numbers of Japanese were illegally 
entering the province from the Ameri- 
can side via the cordwood camps on 
the islands, smuggling goods with them. 
Instructions were at once given to the 
Immigration Officer, W. II. Kllis, to pro- 
ceed to the islands and investigate and 
enforce the provisions of the immigra- 
tion act. Accompanied by Constable 
Cox of tiie provincial police, and lv. 
Toku. Japanese interpreter, Mr. Ellis 
proceeded to Mayan Island on Thuts- 
day last, and on that day and Friday, 
visited three of the Japanese cordwood 
camps on Mayne Island, and also made 
a visit to Pikes Landing on Saturna. 

In the three camps visited on Mayne 
Island some SO Japs tire engaged in thu 
cutting of cordwood, principally for the 
Eraser river canneries and so far as 
could be learned the Japs were from the 
Fraser as well as the boats they used. 
The goods on hand principally Hour, 
were local brands. The Japs fare out- 
side of the Hour and rice, is secured 
from the bay and the woods— deer, wild 
fowl and lish— and, if permitted, they 
will soon have the islands where they 
operate denuded of the deer. They se- 
cure those animals by surrounding them 
and driving them into tiie water where 
they club them from boats. The wild 
fowl are surrounded by boats and driven 
towards nets in the water by winch 
they are snared. 

Camps of Japanese also exist on Pen- 
der, Provost and Caliauo Islands, and 
many thousands of cords of wood are cut 
each winter. Several oi" the "boss'' 
Japanese own the land operated on, and 
lease the firewood timber from .idjdient 
ranchers. They are not particular, 
however, as to where they cut tile trees 
and complaint is made by ranchers that 
they are stealing the wood from their 
holdings and from public lands as well. 

The foundation for the ulory that the 
Japs were smuggling in is chiefly in the 
incident of the landing of a boat-load 
on Saturna kite in January. These 
Japs came from a camp on Mayne Isl- 
nd and on their passage from the Fraser 
to it. They wandered for a number 
oi days in the Gulf landing on Saturna 
to cook their food. 

Waldran Island, where the Japanese 
were taken from by the U. S. Cutter 
Grant, is but a short distance from Sat- 
urna and it is possible that there is con- 
stant communication between the two. 
Smuggling from the American Islands 
to those of British Columbia is quit pos- 
sible, but the chances are, in the opinion 
of the immigration officer, that tiie Japs 
have gone to the south instead of the 
north in this particular. 

Residents of Mayne Island and udfl- 
cent islands are strongly of opinion that 
an officer who would fill the various 
duties of police, license and immigration 
should he stationed on Mayne Island. 
Population has increased and some three 
or four hundred Japanese tire in the 
various cordwood camps. Formerly an 
officer was located on Mayne when the 
Japanese were not present in such num- 
bers, and it is considered that there 
should be one now, the policing of file 
districts being from Cowichan. 

Although the illegal entering of .laps 
was not authenticated the prompt action 
of the government in investigating the 
reports is to be commended as showing 
their determination to strictly enforte 
the provisions of the immigratioj act nt 
ali points.

Aldermen Exercised Over the 
Fate of the Early Clos- 
ing. 



Fire Underwriters Endorse Move- 
ment For a Paid Fire De- 
partment. 



An Invitation extended to the city council 
by H. .1. Knott, to attend the mass meeting 
of tho Lord's Day Alliance last evening, 
was accepted, and the Intention was to ad- 
journ the meeting of the council nt nn hour 
early enough to allow the members to tie 
present, flood Intentions are sometimes at- 
tended with a peculiar fatality, and tills 
was no exception. The council did not 
cot through In time to ^'o to the meeting 
and. In fact. It was nearly 11 o'clock when 
the motion to adjourn prevailed. Tho'prln- 
elpal cause of the delay was a lengthy de- 
bate over the whole subject of early clos- 
ing by-laws, Indulged In chiefly by Aids. 
Beckwlth and Yates. 

Aid. Yates Introduced a motion of which 
he had given due notice, that he would ask 
leave to Introduce a general by-law nnder 
the Shops Regulation Act of 1DOO. by which 
the council bus power to pass such a by-law 
regulating the form of petitions for early 
closing by-laws, the determining of the 
proportion of signers necessary from any 
particular class of tradesmen, and the de- 
nning of such classes. 

Aid. Beckwlth thought there was 
evidence In the course adopted by the 
mover, of Intention to block the by-laws 
already Introduced under petitions from 
the clothiers and shoe dealers of the city. 

Aid. Yates resented this Insinuation, and 
It was some time before the matter was 
cleared up by the city solicitor stating that 
the by-laws were not necessarily hindered 
In being passed, on account of the introduc- 
tion of Aid. Yates' proposed by-law. Th" 
by-law was then Introduced and read a 
llrst and second time, and the considera- 
tion In committee set for next Monday 
night. 

The final consideration nnd passing of 
the Clothiers' Early Closing by-law was 
laid over for further consideration, because 
it was shown by n list obtained from the 
city treasurer by Aid. Yates that only 11 
of tho trade had signed the petition, while 
there were Ifi places registered with the 
treasurer nnd described as clothiers. Of 
these 21 were white merchants and the 
rest were Chinese. Aid. Beckwlth consider- 
ed that these Chinese, and In ft"k. all mer- 
chant tailors were not properly classed ns 
clothiers. He did not wish to see the ly- 
law defeated by being laid over past the 
thirty day limit In which It should be pass- 
ed after It was Introduced. The solicitor 
gnve the assurance that laying It: over did 
not knock It out, mid action was deferred 
accordingly. The same course was adopted 
on the Boot and Shoe Dealers by-law. 
TriP, MAIL BAG. 

C. A. Holland, manager of the B. C. Land 
it Investment Agency, wrote offering that 
his company would bear half the cost of 
laying sidewalks, grading and otherwise 
Improving Ontario street. The estimated 
cost was $2,100. Tho matter was referred 
to the proper committee. 

Requests for the opening of Jotmson 
street, and Improvements on the same, and 
for the putting of the streets In the neigh- 
borhood of Foul Bay road Into shape, were 
submitted by residents of the districts In 
question. The matters were referred to 
the city engineer for report. 

Another letter was received from the 
secretary of the school board asking for a 
less ambiguous statement of the council's 
Intention respecting the request of tin- 
board for an appropriation of $.'10,000 for a 
new High school building.

ITo claims 
that the Illness was caused by the neglect 
of the board of health, and does not wish 
to he put to the expense of the loss the 
fumigating will entail through destroying 
(he clothing, etc., In tho house. The city 
engineer, health and sanitary officers will 
report on the case.

A HAVEN AT LAST. 

Long Overdue Ship Otto Gildenneister 
towed Into San Diego, Disabled. 

Tho long overdue and all but given up 
ship Otto Gildormeister, which was 
spoken several times off the coast, has 
Teached San Diego, aud with her arrival 
the speculators who are in will make a 
harvest, for she was -reinsured at 90 per 
-cent., whicu moans that they will make 
over 80 per cent. The Gildemeieter sail- 
ed from Yokohama on November 15, in 
ballnst, bound for Portland to load 
wheat. Three days after leaving Yoko- 
haxne she encountered u hurricane, 
which tore away even the few sails that 
■were sot and left hare poles. The storm 
abated, only to he followed by another 
on the 27th. This carried away tho main 
and mizzeu tops and the foresails, be- 
sides doing other damage to the rigging. 
A few daya of fair weather followed 
and then, on December 5, the ship en- 
countered another terrific storm. 

This time tho fore and main .gallant 
masts broke and the main tops:- 11 yard 
went by the board. The fore top mast 
caino down and hung, -both the yards 
pounding against the ship's sides. The 
boats' too, were smashed. The bad 
weather lasted a fortnight. Then the 
crippled ship, with scarcely any can- 
vas left, took a southerly course, hoping 
to make San Francisco. Northorly 
winds seat her southward, so Capt. 
Wilmseu shaped his course for San 
Diego. Thirty or forty miles off the 
Heads the steam sohooner National City 
took the disabled ship in tow and took 
hor into the Californian port on Sunday 
morning.

THE ADDKESS TO THE KING 

The resolution adopted by the legisla- 
ture yesterday to express the feeling 
of the people of British Columbia to- 
wards our late beloved sovereign and 
her august successor is very appropriate 
in form and language. Equally so were 
the well chosen words with which Mr. 
Dunsmuir moved it and those employed 
by Mr. Brown as seconder. When tho 
Premier said that in no part of the Bri- 
tish Empire is there a more profound 
feeling of loyalty not only to the Crown 
but to tho person of tho sovereign than 
in British Columbia, he uttered what is 
tho simple truth. We do not claim to be 
more loyal than others but we are equal 
ly so even with those who live in the 
very shadow of the throne itself, and we 
have given abundant proof of the fact. 

It was highly satisfactory to hear the 
Premier say that he thought some per- 
manent memorial to Her Majesty ought 
to be erected in the capital of this pro- 
vince, a city -whose people will always 
be proud that it bears her distinguished 
name, and it was almost agreeable to 
hear Mr. Brown, who doubtless voiced 
the sentiments of tho Opposition, concur 
in this view. We feel very sure that 
tho people of the province will sanction 
any reasonable expenditure for that pur- 
pose. 

The proceedings in connection witli tho 
passage of this address were full of 
dignity and entirely In keeping with so 
momentous an occasion. Indeed from 
first to last through tins period of na- 
tional sorrow, the government of this 
province has exhibited a singularly cor- 
rect conception of its proper duty, in 
which respect they were fully represen- 
tative of the feelings and wishes of the 
people. 



FRAUDULENT SCIENCE. 

We have seen a letter from a. person in 
Montreal dn which very earnest repre- 
sentations are made on the subject of 
(inind-roading and dindred performances. 
During the last few days there has been 
a good deal of talk about hypnotism, 
and some people think a great deal about 
what is done in public by professional 
entertainers. We should be sorry to go 
on record as saying that there is no such 
thing as mind-reading, hypnotism and the 
like. There probably is. But what we 
ao say is, that people ought not to for- 
get that public entertainers are public 
entertainers, and that they arrange to 
give a performance under all circum- 
stances that may arise. For tho most 
part experimenters in so-called mind- 
reading are tie baldest kind of frauds. 
If we wished to do so, we could name 
two or three performers of wide celeb- 
rity who pose as mind-readers and cer- 
tainly do some extraordinary things, or 
rather things that look extra ord imary 
until you know how they are done, 
whoso methods are ridiculously simple, 
without anything more mysterious about 
thorn than there is about the tricks with 
cards, which so many people are able to 
perform. A trick in alleged mind-read- 
ing', which to the uninitiated seems ab- 
solutely to require some power far be- 
yond tihat possessed by ordinary mor- 
tals, that Is, where a girl is alleged to 
discover by mind-reading any article 
which tho person with whom she works 
touches anywhere in the hall, is really 
interesting when you know the ex- 
planation. All that is necessary is a 
good memory on the part of both per- 
formers. There are certain things which 
people Attending public performances 
are likely to have with them. Tho 
names of these articles nre arranged in 
groups of three. Now suppose that you 
memorized a number of such groups in 
tho order in which they were drawn up, 
and also the corresponding numbers. 
Suppose that Group G consisted of 
"opera-glass, operartiloak, overcoat," and 
you were told that the nrtiele touched 
was the third in Grou;> 0, you would 
know at once that dt was an overcoat. 
Tho trick consists in using words in- 
stead of numbers, and the place in which

IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

Kitchener seems to be about to bring 
tho Boer rosisteuec to an end. Ho has 
maintained his policy of silence until he 
has had something important to tell, ami 
has now given out an account of 
French's doings recently. This makes 
very interesting reading, and shows why 
Both a has been anxious to arrive at 
terms for surrender. Steyn has given 
up the fight. Ho has not surrendered, 
but he has run away, and Dewet is with 
Mm. He has issued a proclamation to 
the burghers, telling them tha.t they 
must look after themselves. Piet Folio, 
with several hundred men, is ready to 
give up whenever Kitchener says tho 
word. 

The Imperial government will doubt- 
less exercise a very wise discretion in 
dealing with the burghers who now lay 
down their arms, and will not impose 
too rigorous terms. One may be justified 
in believing that men who have shown 
such courage in the field, .is the Boers 
have, will make good citizens of a free 
country under British institutions. We 
do not think there will be a disposition 
to render her submission too difficult, hut 
of course it will bo necessary to take 
such precautions as will prevent 
them from making any more miscluef. 

The captures reported by French will 
surprise the public by their magnitude, 
and will show how splendidly the Boers 
were prepared for war. French has 
done great work. He loft Lndysmith 
on the last train that got through before 
the investment was complete, and his 
escape was an excellent thing for us, for 
he seoms to possess in an extraordinary 
degree those qualities which nre most 
necessary for operations of the kind that 
'havo been in progress. Plumer has add- 
ed to his laurels. He came down out 
of Rhodesia with very little reputation 
as a fighter, tint it was he who did most 
towards relieving Baden-Powell 
Mafeking. His defeat of De wet's force 
is one of the most important events since 
the capture of Pretoria. Among the 
men who come out of South Africa with 
•greatly enhanced reputation this gal- 
lant commander will occupy a foremost 
place. 



present in tho possession of the United 
States. Doubtless that fact contributes 
towards securing for it a greater share 
of attention from United States mining 
men than it would otherwise receive, 
and we all know that there are no bet- 
ter pioneers in a mining country than 
the Americans. 

We shall only mention these matters 
this morning and will leave Tenders to 
apply themselves to the questions hear- 
ing upon transportation and other prob- 
lems directly affecting this part of the 
country. If we were going to lay 
stress upon them in any special aspect, 
we should point out how much they 
mean to those people who own real es- 
tate in the Coast cities. No matter 
how many mining camps may be estab- 
lished between this city and the head of 
Lynn Canal, no matter how many 
points there may he from which ships or 
trains will arrive at and depart, there 
will always be one or two places which 
will be tho centres of commercial and 
social life. Therefore new towns, so 
far from interfering with tho growth of 
the old established places will greatly 
contribute to it. The people of the cities 
must learn to take the broad view of all 
questions bearing upon the development 
of tho Pacific Northwest. There may 
be rival competition between different 
points, but so vast is the field to be ex- 
ploited, that there can he no rivalry, that 
is no unfriendly rivalry. 



THE NORTHWEST COAST. 

We re-print from the Post-Intelligen- 
cer an article telling of the contempla- 
ted sale of the gold mine at Horner's 
Hay. Residents of British Columbia will 
be interested to know that a property of 
such value exists on Lynn Canal. Hither- 
to tho TteadweU Mine, opposite Juneau 
has been the only mine on the North- 
west Coast that could be classed among 
great properties; but if that at Berner's 
Hay is to require 15, 000 stamps it will 
become a very extensive producer. Some 
interest attaches to the fact thllt, if the 
Canadian contention as to tin; bound- 
ary holds good, this mine is really in 
British Columbia. Hut what we havo 
in mind is something of greater impor- 
tance than the jurisdiction in which this 
property may ultimately be decided to 
he. It is this: That at both extremities 
of what is known as the Northwest 
Coast great mines are being developed 
and that between them numerous pro- 
perties of much promise are coming in- 
to notice. From the Britannia Mini' to 
Berner's Bay is approximately 800 miles 
and at intervals along this distance min- 
ing properties either have developed or 
are rapidly advancing towards the pro- 
ductive stage. We shall not attempt to 
enumerate these, but there is sufficient 
known to the public to warrant us in 
saying without citing proof that these 
deposits of gold, copper, iron and coal 
between tho points mentioned, and of 
course, wo include in the general state- 
ment tho mines of Eastern Vancouver 
Island, an amount of mineral wealth 
which it would be difficult to parallel 
anywhere for variety and value. The 
discoveries of the past few years have 
more than borne out the most hopeful 
anticipations of those who anticipate 
great things for the Pacific Northwest. 
Wo could wish that the whole of this 
great region were unquestionably a part 
of Canada, but it is satisfactory to 
know that no matter how the Alaskan 
boundary question may ultimately he 
determined we have in British Columbia 
a very large area, and we think by far 
the best half, of it. We also know that 
the progress of the Alaskan portion of 
tho coast, whatever proportion of it this 
may be, cannot fail to have a potent in- 
fluence upon the advancement of tho Ca- 
nadian portion. Possibly it might not 
be difficult to suggest some reasons why 
there is some sort of an advantage that 
a considerable part of tho Coast id at

The Whale Elephant 



(imperial Asiatic Quarterly.) 

Time tlies and customs change, even 
in the most conservative countries of the 
conservative Kant, and the glory of the 
White Elephant is fast waning. Before 
the influence of another white animal 
the European, he is passing' slowly but 
surely into limbo. The greater part of 
Indo-Chinu is now possessed by England 
and France, whose rulers lay no claim 
to Sekyui Wnday descent, and who can 
usually find sufficient exercise for their 
diplomacy and their armies without re- 
course to zoological freaks, while in Si- 
am long years of uninterrupted accumula- 
tion produced a collection which, neces- 
sarily unrivalled in extent, reduced the 
once princely White Elephant to the lev- 
el of a common object of the streets of 
Bankok. Si am is, iu fact, the last 
stronghold of the White Elephant, ami 
signs are not wanting that, even there, 
he will, ere long cease to exist except as 
other elephants exist. The contrast be- 
tween the former splendor and the pres- 
ent forlorn condition of these royal 
beasts affords a striking example of the 
mutability of things mundane. 

Snngermano, Brugeniere, Van Schout- 
en and others, have left accounts of the 
capture of white elephants in different 
parts of Indo-China, all of which lay 
stress on the magnificence of the cere- 
monies, and the great delight of kings 
and people in welcoming the august pa- 
chyderm to the capital. The fortunate 
individual who discovered the where- 
abouts of the White Elephant was at 
once raised to the highest rank of nobil- 
ity, and very likely married to the king's 
daughter, the latter honor being, how- 
ever, not so great as it sounds, as the 
king probably had a good many dozens 
of daughters to dispose of. Tho cap- 
ture having been effected, reliefs of 
nobles were told off to mount guard over 
tho animal, which was bound with silken 
ropes, and detained in the jungle when; 
he was caught. A palace was erected 
for its reception close to that of the king, 
and roads were made from the place of 
capture to the principal highway. In- 
stalled in his palace, loaded with honors 
and with the highest sounding titles, sur- 
rounded by the golden umbrellas and 
other ineigna of his greatness, tho White 
Elephant led a life of luxurious casje, 
lullel to sleep by the choral chants of 
priests, and solaced in his waking hours 
by the songs and dances of the ladies of 
tho royal corps do ballet, from which lat- 
ter his excellency doubtless derived much 
edification. Fed on delicious fruits and 
the most succulent vegetables, especially 
washed and prepared for him, bathed 
every day by obsequious attendants, all 
ho had to do was to live and thrive, there 
by increasing the glory of the king, and 
securing the- prosperity and stability of 
tho fortunate country which possessed 
him. At times, also, problems concern- 
ing urgent affairs of state were laid be- 
fore him for solution, hiis opinions there i 
on being inferred from the frame of mind 
in which he showed himself to bo aftei 
hewing them propounded.

ly for her from the tad of his beloved 
animal; and when, a little ater, the ar- 
bite? of hie destiny departed this life, he 
sent as a present to his friend Sir John 
Bowriug, accompanied by a touching let- 
ter iu English, a small piece of "its beau- 
tiful white skin." How changed are the 
present conditions of existence of the 
white elephants in Bankokl The recent 
addition of a young specimen to the col- 
lection afforded an opportunity of noting 
the parody which is all that survives of 
the ancient ceremonies connected with 
the capture and installation of the white 
elephant. The animal in question was 
captured in the forests near Lopbirri, a 
place once famous as the B ummer palace 
and hunting lodge of the kings of Slam. 
No patent of nobility or alliance with 
royalty rewarded the finder of the ani- 
mal; a small pecuniary recompense was 
thought quite sulllcient to meet the case. 
When it was announced that the animal 
was sulUcientl v tame his transfer to Ban- 
kok was ordered. Thereupon he was 
niaiched down to Ayuthia, where n spec- 
ially constructed railway truck was m 
readiness to receive him. But where 
were tho gilded pillars, the silk and satin 
hangings of the pavilion which should re- 
ceive the august creature'.' Where the 
reverent multitudes to do homage to the 
mascot of their king and country.' Adas! 
these things havo departed, and are no 
more seen, a little red calico and a group 
of stolid railway porters and Chinese 
coolies alone representing the gorgeous 
decorations and adoring populnce of tho 
past. 

In Bangkok, however, some prepara- 
tion had been made for tho reception. 
The fact of the impending arrival was 
notified to the people, and had even been 
published in the papers some days before. 
Consequently, a, considerable crowd as- 
sembled at the terminus to witness the 
disembarkation. The streets were decor- 
ated here and tlwre with bunting, and a 
procession headed by the four white ele- 
phants resident at the capital, escorted 
the new comer to the palace. A crowd 
of bowmen and spearmen accompanied 
the elephants through the streets. These 
men were dressed in what was apparent- 
ly intended to represent the military cos- 
tumes of the brave old days, but if the 
warriors of yore at all resembled these 
miserable bundles of rags and paste- 
board, it is evident that all the accounts 
of Ralph Fitch and other historians of 
the splendid courts and armies of old 
Indo-China must have contained a. good 
deal more of romance than of truth. The 
trappings of the white elephants them- 
selves were also most pitiful to view. 
Tawdry, threadbare red cloth now takes 
the place of jewel-studded velvet and 
silk, diamond and ruby rings no longer 
ornament the precious tusks, nor are 
gold bangles to be seen upon the august 
limbs.

katoa, in the straits of Sunda, which oc- 
curred in August, 1883. This interest- 
ing volume is beautifully illustrated and 
contains a record of observations from 
all parts of the world on the various 
effects and phenomena of this celebra- 
ted disturbance. Details of observa- 
tions are given from Victoria as well as 
from Iyondon, Ontario, where Mr. Bay- 
lies Reed was then stationed.

Visited the Lepers.— On Sunday, the 
regular quarterly visit to the Darcey 
Island lazaretto was paid by the health 
and sanitary ollicials. The trip, was 
made on the tug Sadie and those who 
wen* ".-ere: Dr. Fraser, Sanitary Inspec- 
tor Wilson, Mr. Adams, of the City En- 
gineer's department: VY. YV. NortllCOtt, 
,Tos. Northcott. W. Moresby and others. 
One of tlie Chinamen died about a 
week ago and he was buried by nis 
unfortunate comrades. He was the 
last man sent to the island having arriv- 
ed from Sidney about six months ago. 
The remaining four men nre failing very 
quickly and now they cannot carry the 
provisions from the landing to their 
houses, as they could on previous trips. 



Yesterday's session of the legislature 
was devoted to the adoption of an ad- 
dress of condolence to His Majesty Ed- 
ward VII. on the death of his illustri- 
ous mother, and congratulation on his 
accession to the throne; the presentation 
of several petitions, and the considera- 
tion of the Speech from the Throne. Mr. 
Denis Murphy, West Yale, electrified 
the house by his lnugniiicout speech iu 
moving the adoption of the address iu 
reply to the Speech from the Throne. 
Seldom in the history of the British Col 
lumbia legislature has his effort been 
equalled. He, was frequently interrupt- 
ed by applause, which spreaa to the gal- 
leries and us he resumed his seat, the 
tokens of appreciation were voeiferols 
and prolonged. Mr. C. H. Dickie, Cow- 
ichau, who seconded ' the resolution, 
made a brief, businesslike speech, which 
was well recoiveu and earned him the eu- 



form or another. In the Dominion of 
Canada Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Hon. 
G. W. Ross have, in particular, made 
most eloquent speeches in moving ad- 
dresses similar to the one 1 am going 
to ask you to consider, and such ex- 
ponents of our national feeling having 
already spoken it is only necessary for 
me to affirm their sentiments and en- 
dorse the beautiful and pathetic tributes 
to the memory of one of tin? greatest 
sovereigns that ever lived. (Applause.) 

Queen Victoria was so greatly and 
generally beloved and her many queenly 
and womanly qualities so widely known 
and appreciated that no words no mat- 
ter how eloquent, could suitably express 
what we feel in regard to her. I may 
say. however, for British Columbia if 
it were possible for one part of the 
Empire to be more loyal and attached 
to that name and her royal person, it 
was this province of British Columbia. 
1 have often heard it said and believe 
it to be a fact that our people are more 
ltritish iu spirit than the people of Great 
Britain itself, and on every occasion up 
on which a demonstration of loyalty has 
been called for we have proved that to 
be true. It is not mere lip loyalty but 
real genuine feeling. (Applause.) 

The province was rightly named 
"British" Columbia. It is worth noting 
that the first capital of British Colum- 
bia, New Westminster, was named by 
the Queen and we all feel a peculiar 
pride in the fact that our present capital 
bears her name. I should therefore like 
to see a suitable monument in honor of 
her memory raised in front of these 
Parliament, buildings. I would also like 
to see the 24th of May maintained as a 
national holiday. However much wo 
may learn to love and honor King Ed- 
ward VII. there are none of us of the 
present generation who can ever love 
and honor less the birthday of our late 
noble Queen. The address which I now 
ask you to consider and pass expresses 
all I would wish to say in addition to 
what I have already said. I therefore. 
Mr. Speaker, move its adoption. I Ap- 
plause.)

Mr. Joseph Martin, leader of the oppo- 
sition, was not present, and liis mantle 
rested for the time being on the stately 
figure of the member for New Westmin- 
ster Mr. J. C. Brown. Mr. Brown's 
criticism of the Speech from the Throne 
was exhaustive, but lacked in force.

Mr. John Houston, Nelson, rose to a 
question of privilege. lie said tin; press 
reporters had requested the use of a 
room and thai one had been set aside 
for them by the Provincial Secretary.

ADDRESS TO HIS (MAJESTY. 

Before the orders of the- day were 
taken up the Hon. the Premier rose and 
said: 

.Mr. Speaker: — I hold in my hand a 
resolution which I feel sure requires no 
words of mine to render acceptable to 
this house and the country. The people 
of Canada and the British Empire every- 
where have been called upon to mourn 
the loss of our late beloved Queen, one 
whose reign was so long and whoso 
name was so familiar, that wo can 
scarcely realize that she is no more or 
bring ourselves to feel that is is now 
King Edward and not Queen Victoria. 
It has been the painful duty of every 
parliamentary and municipal body that 
have so far met since the mournful 
event, to express in suitably worded ad- 
dresses the general feeling- of sorrow 
and bereavement. In the pulpit, on the 
platform, in the press, and in a great 
many other ways, as well, public feeling 
has had expression. I feel, therefore, 
there is very little left for me to any 
that has not already been said in one 



lugs of dei'pest sorrow ut the death 
our lute revered sovereign Queen Victoria 
and beg that Your Majesty will accept 
these our words as a heartfelt expression 
of a bereavement which we share with 
Your Majesty aud the members of the 
Royal Family. 

In common with the people of the Do- 
minion of Canada and Your Majesty's lov- 
ing subjects throughout the wide extent 
of the Empire, we deplore the loss of one 
whose beneficent rule held sway over their 
hearts by bonds of true affection. 

In the sixty-four years of Her reign, the 
most memorable and Illustrious of modern 
times, Her Gracious Majesty had endear- 
ed herself to millions of Her subjects to 
whom the name of Queen Victoria had be- 
come a treasured household word. Her 
wise, just and constitutional rule was ox- 
tolled throughout the civilized world; while 
In life Her example of womanly virtues 
exerted an undying Influence and left an 
holy impress on the Nineteenth Century. 

In no part of Y'our Majesty's Empire was 
the news of the death of our late beloved 
Sovereign, Your mother, received with more 
profound feelings of grief than In British 
Columbia, and In none oilier do Your Maj- 
esty's subjects pray more earnestly that 
the Divine Ruler of all may console Your 
Majesty anil the Members of the Roval 
Household In so great an affliction. 

While deploring the demise of our belov- 
ed Queen, which came in the fullness of 
years, we rejoice In the accession of Y'our 
Majesty as one who has had great experi- 
ence In public affairs anil who has declared 
It His aim to follow In the footsteps of 
His noble mother, To Y'our Majesty's 
reign wit look for tint continuance of that, 
wise policy which has been attended by so 
many blessings to the human race. 

On behalf of the people of Rrltlsh Col- 
umbia we hasten to assure YourMaJosty of 
their sincere attachment to Your Majesty's 
person and to those stable principles of 
Government and Institutions of State up- 
on which British Sovereignity Is most .se- 
curely founded. When the enemies of our 
late Sovereign declared war In South Af- 
rica our volunteers were prompt to respond 
In duty's call and we now extend the con- 
fident assurance that under Y'our Majesty 
when occasion demand;; their loyalty and 
devotion will not be less zealous, nor their 
anas less strong In strike for the Empire 
anil King Edward VII. 

We welcome Y'nur Majesty to the Throne 
of your Ancestors and rejoice in the mani- 
festation of a desire to uphold In all the 
glory of their traditions those great nrln- 
ciples of freedom and true nobility, which 
have made the name of Britain great among 
the nations. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Brown, 'New Westminster, on be- 
half of the" opposition seconded the re- 
solution. After the eloquent remarks 
of Mr. Dunsmuir little was left for him 
to say. Words failed to express the 
feeding of all hearts, the universal regret 
caused by the death of Queen Victoria. 
Men of older generation will never hear 
the substitution of the word King for 
Queen in the national anthem without 
a certain pang of regret, for all who had 
lived under the benign reign of Victoria 
the Good could never cense to love, 
honor and respect her memory. 

It had often been said that the Prince 
of Wales was the most popular man in 
Europe, and ho felt that the reputation 
gained by the Prince would cling to 
him in his picsont exalted position as 
King of the greatest Empire of modern 
times. He felt that he was only voic- 
ing the sentiments of every member of 
the house and every inhabitant of Bri- 
tish Columbia in wishing King Edward 
VII a long, prosperous and hai>py reign. 
(Cheers). 

The motion was then carried unan- 
imously and the address ordered to Be 
engrossed and forwarded to His Maj- 
esty.

Mr. Speaker: It is with home degree 
of diffidence that I rise in this house to 
move the address in reply to the Speech 
from the Throne. Not, sir, that I am 
not in accord with the general tenor of 
that document, but rather that 1 regret 
that what I conceive to be so able a 
policy should 'liud so poor au exponent. 
Doubtless, however, before this debate 
closes men of mope experience and great- 
er ability than myself will thoroughly 
elucidate every feature Of that policy. 1 
will therefore ask the indulgence of the 
house for t'. brief period while I give my 
owu view.-i concerning it. It was fit- 
ting — nay, sir, it wae imperative that 
the opening paragraph of the Speech 
should give expression to our profound 
regret at the deep loss sustained by that 
great Empire of which British Columbia 
is an integral and loyal portion, in the 
death of Her late Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria. It is not for me, sir, to attempt a 
eulogy on that noble life, even were I 
capable of delivering it — which I am fax 
from being — that eulogy has already 
been pronounced, not by the tongue of 
any single speaker, but by the action of 
the whole world, Which, irrespective of 
race or creed, a.t the news of her death, 
paused hi its mad onward rush, inten- 
sified as that rush has been, a thousand- 
fold by modern conditions, and laid aside 
all its concerns to gather in spirit in that 
little isle of Wight, around that form of 
lifeless clay, and with bowed heads and 
heavy hearts, tearfully acknowledge that 
a thousand claims to reverence, closed 
in her as woman, wife and Queen. Tihat 
eulogy, sir, is without a parallel in the 
records of royal or any other obsequies, 
and to it nothing can be added. It was 
n fitting tribute from the great warm 
heart of mankind to a life which for no- 
bility, for goodness and for faithful ad- 
herence to Lhe thorny path of duty is 
without a parallel in Che annals of his- 
tory. And, sir, it is it source of pardon- 
able i>ride tho,t iu that unique spectacle- 
embracing as it did the whole civilized 
world, British Columbia was not with- 
out prominence. We read with the 
greatest pleasure in the public press that 
of all the province's of Canada, including 
the Dominion itself, British Columbia 
was most in evidence around the bier 
of Queen Victoria. And I take it that 
however much we may differ in politics, 
I am voicing the sentiments of every cit- 
izen of this country when I say that 
tho government is - to be congratulated 
on the success of its effort to in some 
measure give expression to the profound 
grief felt in this far-off land at the death 
of one whom we haid all learnt to regard 
as the incarnation of true 'womanliness 
and the ideal of a constitutional sov- 
ereign. 

But, sir, deep as is our grief at her 
death, this is not the age, and especially 
this is not the country in which to 
live in the past: British Columbia's por- 
tion lies in the future. It is in accord 
with that spirit that before we buckle 
on our armor anow for the strife, we 
should premise our efforts for progress 
by once more asserting our loyalty to 
the British crown and to the man who 
now wears it. The Quoon is dead; long 
live tho King; and when he in his turn 
relaxes his grasp on the tiller of the ship 
of state, may he leave behind him a me- 
mory as dear to the hearts of the peojile 
as that of his sainted mother. He rules, 
sir, over nn Empire, the most widely 
scattered the world has even seen, and 
yet, sir, an Empire which within the last 
year has been cemented together by that 
which gold or silver cannot buy; that 
which is beyond the might, and power of 
earthly kings and princes, that which 
once taken away, only the Omnipotent 
God can restore — the life blood of its 
people. Of that priceless treasure Brit- 
ish Columbia has contributed more, per- 
haps, that her fair proportion. Full 
many a one of her gallant sons who but 
one short year ago left her shores in 
tho full strength of youth and In the 
promise of a glorious manhood, is sleep- 
ing his last long sleep beneath the sun- 
parched plains of 'South Africa. But, 
sir, they have not died in vain. Far- 
reaching as has been the effects of the 
going forth to battle of the two Can- 
adian contingents, and of the Strath- 
coma Horse on our British connection, I 
believe its results to Canada as a whole

are more important still. Canada first 
felt the true heart throb of national 
unity when she beheld lior children, ir 
respective of race or creed, French and 
English, foreign born and native £,ons, 
standing shoulder to shoulder in a for- 
eign land, fighting for that Uag winch 
iloats as proudly over the citadel of Que- 
hec as it does over the parliament build 
iugs of Victoria, and in there, as here 
honored and revered as the emblem of 
liberty to all and licence to none. All 
honor then, say 1. to the gallant young 
fellows who went forth to battle with 
the fair name of Canada in their keep 
ing, and who by their bravery on the 
field of action wrote that name high up 
on the scroll of fame and east over it n 
halo of glory that time will be power- 
less to dim. The action of the govern- 
ment is to be commended in giving 
marked approval to their conduct by 
gathering together as many of them as 
possible to lend lustre to the opening of 
the presont session, and still more so, by 
declaring it to be a part of their policy 
to give grants of laud to such of them n« 
may desire it. They are made of the 
material that British Columbia requires 
in its citizens — men of strong arms and 
stout hearts, who will push forward the 
development of the immense natural re- 
sources of the country. 

It was with keen pleasure, Sir I take 
it, that the people of the province read 
that portion of the King's Speech that 
contains the programme of the govern- 
ment—a programme that may be epito- 
mized SB a determination that those 
great natural resources to which I have 
just referred, shall be speedily convert- 
ed Into sources of wealth for the peo- 
ple. It has been frequently charged in 
the past, and with truth, that the Speech 
from the Throne was more notable foi' 
what it omitted than for what it. con- 
tained. That charge at anyrate cannot 
be made against the present document, 
and the matter it contains shows, I 
think, on the part of those who have the 
management of public affairs, a deter- 
mination to inaugurate a bold progres- 
sive policy and to grasp the opportunities 
that are vt hand. 

The great rise in the price of paper 
maintained as it has been for i 
considerable length of time, and show 
ing as it does no sign of decreasing, has 
doubtless turned the attention of the 
government to the possibility of estab 
Iishing within the province a great pulp 
Industry, inasmuch as the raw material 
is hero" so abundant and is almost 
everywhere associated with such magni- 
ficent water power, as renders its sttcces 
ful commercial production a certainty. 
Experience lias proven that government 
aid to new industries, when that aid is 
granted with a due regard to the pub 
Sic interest, has ever resulted in good to 
the commonwealth. I doubt not when 
the government policy goes into effect, 
the like result will be obtained in this in- 
stance. But, sir, whilst we must ever 
be on the alert to promote new industries 
in the province, we must, not lose sight 
of the necessity of bringing those which 
already exist to the highest state of per- 
fection. Perhaps in the past, in our anx- 
iety to develop our mineral resources, 
we have been but too forgetful of the in- 
terests of agriculture. I can speak with 
all the more freedom on this subject, in- 
asmuch as in the riding which I havo 
fcho honor to represent in this house, the 
relative importance of these two great 
industries, farming and mining, is per- 
haps more evenly balanced than in any 
other electoral district of the province. 
I shall have something to say of the 
mineral possibilities of West Yale when 
I come to deal with the railway policy 
of the government. For the present, let 
me remind the house that the develop- 
ment of our great mineral wealth will 
achieve little for the betterment of Brit- 
ish Columbia as a whole, if the major 
part of the profits of that development 
are sent to foreign countries to purchase 
supplies that should and could be pur- 
chased within the confines of our own 
territory. In the riding of West Yale, 
sir— and I doubt not the same condition 
of affairs exists in a great many other 
portions of the province — are to be found 
men who havo given their life-time to 
turning barren tracts of land into fertile 
farms. They are of those who form the 
bone and sinew of the people — men who 
love the province as a country to which 
they have given all they possessed of 
strength and manhood. Yet these men 
in the past, and even at the present 
time, have not unfrequently been forced 
to see their produce rot in their cellars 
and granaries, whilst the same commo- 
dities are imported from foreign coun- 
tries, and hauled past their doors to sup- 
ply the mining 'districts of the province. 
This condition of things is owing partly 
to defective rail communication, and 
partly because the freight rates on such 
communication as does exist renders 
competition with those foreign imports 
an impossibility. I am glad then to see 
that the government intends to, if pos- 
sible, obtain such changes as will ensure 
the expenditure of a portion at least of 
the cost of opening up and operating our 
mines in the purchase of farm supplies 
within the province. In this way, sir, 
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will ho built up two great classes of < iti- 
zens, the most desirable that any coun- 
try can possess— farmers .tud miners— 
and the prosperity of the one class will 
bo inseparably bound up with the -pros- 
perity of the other. The other means 
mentioned in the Speech for the pro- 
motion of agriculture by the encourage- 
ment of dairy farming and the exten- 
sion of the principle of small holdings, 
•will likewise have a beneficial effect, and 
shows that the government has deter- 
mined to do all in its power to bring this 
great industry to the highest state of ef- 
ficiency possible. And very wisely, for 
after all is said and done, we must re- 
member that it is the farmer that feed- 
eth all, and that no matter what the re- 
sources of the province may be, the 
country which cannot raise the neces- 
saries of iife within its own boundaries 
must, always pay tribute to the country 
which can; and the greater that tribute 
the poorer the country paying it. I look 
forward; sir, with confidence to a 
healthy expansion of ugriculture within 
the province t:.s a result of the policy of 
the government. We havo the farms 
and wo have the 'shines that will furnish 
a market for the produce of these farms 
— what we require is proper rail com- 
munication and fair freight rates. These 
the government promises to obtain. The 
construction of the proposed railway 
from the Boundary to the Coast, is the 
most crying need of the province to-day. 
When built it will open up in the eastern 
portion of West Yale a mining camp 
which I venture to prophesy will short- 
ly after its completion lie second to none 
in the province, if, indeed it does not 
surpass in importance any now in exis- 
tence, in the vicinity of Princeton, no- 
tably on Copper mountain and Kennedy 
mountain, are immense deposits of ore, 
principally copper, which experts unite 
in declaring can be converted into 
sources of enormous wealth, mid the 
same may be said of the deposits in the 
Nicola valley. The work of the hardy 
prospector has already been done in 
those districts with that thoroughness 
which everywhere characterize it in 
British Columbia. A great number of 
claims have been staked, nud under the 
most discouraging conditions develop- 
ment work has been pushed forward to 
a stage where capital can be readily in- 
vested — in fact is eager to invest — and 
yet the camp is in a state of stagnation. 
Why? Simply because mining cannot lie 
carried on there without a railroad. In 
addition, as the house is well aware, im- 
mense deposits of coal have recently 
been discovered, both in the Simrlkameen 
and Nicola valleys. So valuable are 
are these considered that capitalists 
have hastened to obtain options on a 
portion of them for enormous sums, de- 
spite the fact that they must remain 
practically valueless until rendered ac- 
cessible by a railway. The proposed 
road will run over these coal beds, and 
by these great mineral deposits. It will 
change what is now almost a, wilderness 
into a hive of industry; the population 
of the province wiil be largely increased 
and its revenue greatly expanded. The 
results of the budding of this road will 
be equally beneficial to the farmers of 
the h'raser valley, and to the merchants 
of the Coast cities. It will give them 
access to this rich, now region, and to 
the Boundary country, and will unable 
them to secure? the trade which is legit- 
imately theirs, but which is now diverted 
to the East, owing to the lack of a direct 
Coast-Kootenay line. So important do 
I regard the building of this road to the 
province that had the government given 
no sign this session of an intention to 
promote its construction, I would have 
felt bound in justice to my constituents 
to withdraw my support from it on this 
question, no matter how much I might 
agree with its general policy. I am well 
pleased, therefore, to see that the gov- 
ernment realises its importance, ami in- 
tends to aid its construction. As to the 
extension of the Island railway. I am 
not so familiar witii the facts bearing 
upon it. but doubtless when these are 
fully laid before the house by some one 
who is, the necessity for building it will 
be equally apparent. 1 feel certain also 
that in granting aid to either or both of 
these roads, the government will take 
every precaution computable with not 
hampering the enterprises to safeguard 
the interests of the people in the matter 
of freight and passenger rates. (Ap- 
plause..) 

Another measure which is promised, 
shows a cuit-eful study of the affairs of 
the province. I refer to the proposed 
bill to amend the School Act. We are 
nil convinced — no one more so that my- 
self — that in the matter of schools, we 
cannot afford to retrograde. In the fu- 
ture that country will progress must rap- 
idly amongst whose people trained intel- 
ligence is most widely diffused. British 
Columbia can point with pride to its sys 
torn of state education. But, sir, there 
never yet was a system evolved by the 
human mind which was not susceptible 
of improvement, and it ifi a fact of which 
we are all aware, that our educational 
bill yearly absorbs a large portion of the 
revenue. If. therefore, the Minister of 
Education can evolve some scheme 
whereby the present high efficiency of 
the schools can be maintained and even 
improved, whilst the charges on the rev- 
enue of the province is reduced, lie wiil 
deserve the gratitude of the people. 
There are many other matters in the 
Speech to which I would like to refer, 
but I do not intend to take up two much 
of the time of this house. I cannot, sir, 
however, resume my seat without brielly 
referring to the sad accident that oc- 
curred at Cumberland a few days ago, 
which resulted in so many bread-winners 
being snatched away from their families 
by the cruel hand of death. The sym- 
pathy of the whole province has gone out 
to the widows and orphans in their ter- 
rible bereavement, and knowing the peo- 
ple of British Columbia as I do, I am 
convinced that that sympathy will soon 
assume such tangible form as will pre- 
clude the posibility of physical privation 
being added to their sufferings. It is a 
relief to learn that apparently every pre- 
caution that, should have been taken was 
observed. The mine was examined be- 
fore the men went to work, so that the 
fatality seems to have been one of those 
unfortunate accidents which no exercise 
Of human foresight could have averted. 

Apart from this regrettable occurrence, 
it is pleasing to be assured by the gov- 
ernment that our mining industry lias 
shown progressive, healthy expansion 
during the past year. The proposed re- 
vising of the mining laws, and especially 
the railway construction to be promoted, 
will without doubt render that expan- 
sion much more marked in the future. 
On the whole, sir. then I take lit. th<> 
government's programme is one that will 
commend itself to every one who wishes 
to sec the province take its proper place 
in the march of progress. It is rumored 
—I know not with what truth, but since 
the loader of the opposition is qnotethas 
the authority, I would not presume to 
doubt it — it is rumored. I say. that as a 
result of the Vancouver election, the op- 
position is going out of business. Well, 
sir, if that is the case, the gentlemen 
opposite shoull be much indebted to the 
government for bringing down n policy 
that will let thetn down so easy, inns- 



much as It is conceived in the public in-! 
terest. I suppose, however, that as loiK 
as we have party government, the oppo- 
sition, like the poor, will be always witii 
us, and possibly that 's not without ben-! 
elit to the country, when its < Bice is p o- 
riorly exercised. I take i f . though, sir. 
that what the province demands from 
this house w less politics and more busi- 
ness; less striving tor party advantage, 
if I may be permitted to say it, fewer at- 
tempts re set class against class, and 
greater regard for what will promote t!:e 
interests of the people as a whole. Ours, 
sir, is a noble heritage. Few countries 
have been so amply endowed by Provi- 
dence with natural wealth as British Co- 
unibia has been. True, the physical 
difficulties to be encountered here in 
converting that wealth into commercial 
profit, are greater than in a great many 
other parts of the world, hut the reward 
to be obtitiined is commensurate with the 
effort demanded. If, therefore, the peo- 
ple of the province will but bend man- 
fully to the task, and especially if those 
who have been intrusted with the task 
of devising methods for its development 
as the members of this house have been, 
are but true to that trust, we may be 
sure that the great Master of Nations 
will look upon our efforts with a, kindly 
eye, and will lead this province forward 
on the path of progress, till it becomes 
what it is undoubtedly destined by na- 
ture to be, the banner province of the 
Dominion and that Dominion by virtue 
largely of that development will" beeorot 
what it also is destined to be, the bright- 
est gem of the Imperial diadem— the 
greatest province of the greatest Em- 
pire the world has even seen. ('Applause 
and cheers.) 

Mr. C. II. Dickie, who was received 
with applause, said; 

Mr. Speaker.— It affords me much 
pleasure to second the reply of my bril- 
liant young friend the member for West 
Yale. He has placed me at a disad- 
vantage by leaving so little unsaid— we 
us a parliament. I take it, are united in 
mourning the loss of an ideal Queen 
and one of earth's noblest women. In 
loyalty to her noble successor the speech 
from the throne is a concise business- 
like one and it is business-like, common- 
sense methods which will hasten the 
magnificent future which undoubtedly 
awaits our province. There can be no 
opposition to recognizing in a substan- 
tial way the services of our brave young 
li • u v ? > ha '•» »'i ably iissiMu.l at noun- 
raining the pup.' >nury or i he UriUFh 
arms in Africa and by so doing have 
attracted so much attention of tin? peo- 
ple of our country. We have always 
known that we have had a brave and 
able, as well as the most resourceful 
people in the world, but the mother coun- 
try has not until recently fully recogniz- 
ed that fact. It is ph asing to note that 
as in the past, the government is most 
anxious to assist the agriculturalists of 
our province and I feel sure that any 
reasonable measure emanating from 
either side of the house which would 
be conducive of more prosperity to the 
farmer would be warmly supported. 
The dairy and creamery industry has 
given good results in various parts 'if 
the province. The creamery in the con- 
stituency I have the honor of so quietly 
representing has proven an unqualified 
success, last year the sale of creamery 
products brought in our district §19,500, 
n most acceptable amount and a gre .t 
boon to the farmer — whereas in the past 
prior to the installation of the creamery 
it was customary for him to send his 
butter to the different towns and receive 
therefore merchandise, a fair exchange, 
but for obvious reasons not all that 
could be desired. It will be most satis- 
factory to the country to learn that the 
I government has a vigorous railway pol- 
icy. The road from the boundary dis- 
trict would in the light or recent events 
seem an absolutely necessity to the suc- 
cess of the mining and business inter- 
ests of that country and could have hut 
one effect on the coast cities. A rail 
way to the north end of Vancouver Is 
land is also necessary. I know of no 
argument: against it also I have no doubt 
but. the government will advance infor- 
mation and data that will leave no 
doubt as to the advisability of a road 
to the northern boundary of the province 
The industries of the province are in 
a prosperous condition on that point 
there is no question. Generally speak- 
ing wages are good, if not better than 
in any other part of the world where the 
conditions for living are as favorable as 
in British Columbia and if the big heart- 
ed wage earners of this province could

Complications have arisen which have 
hampered the mining industry, hut each 
year sees more shipping mines and a 
greater out put than the proceeding one j 
and I believe we can confidently look for j 
ward to the day when British Oohunliia 
will be one, if not the greatest, mining ! 
country on earth. Our greatest need 
is capital and then more capital as 
the member for Kossland has tersely 
said and Sir, we want that capital in 
telegraph lines and I am glad Sir, that 
in the speech from the throne there is 
no suggestion of any narrow minded 
measures which will have a repellant 
effect upon that commodity. This broad 
country requires cultivation along simi- 
lar lines. It is useless to beckon cap- 
ital with one hand and repulse it with 
the other and while it continues to How 
this way business will be good, wages 
will continue good, in short we will be 
prosperous. Our mining laws have been 
characterized by conpetent judges, the 
best in the world, capitalist and pros- 
pector, considered, but if the government 
can still further improve them so much 
the better nothing is too good for this 
country. 

The government is strictly enforcing 
the immigration act and will doubtless 
do so in the future which fact will cor- 
rect the Oriental evil— those of the Mon- 
golian origin now in the province will lie 
gradually replaced from time to time 
without creating an industrial revolu- 
tion by men who will become good citi- 
zens. ' Consumers of the products of our 
country and useful members of society 
and who if serious international compli- 
cations ever arises would prove a source 
of strength to our country and not Sir, 
mere cogs in an industrial wheel. The 
thanks of the country should be due to 
to the Hon. Premier and Hon. Attorney- 
General for their trip to Ottawa in the 
interests of the country and in deploring 
the calamity which has befallen the little 
town of Cumberland. I am sure we all 
regret the sad home coming of our pre- 
mier who must have made many sacri- 
fices in order to go east on our behalf 
and who deserved better news than that 
which awaited him upon his arrival at 
the coast. 

Mr. Brown, New Westminster con- 
gratulated the mover and seconder fn 
their eloquent and sensible speeches 
He did not wish to be understood as en- 
dorsing all that they had said. There 
were certain things which they had said 
that ho could not agree with. On the 
question of the proposed grants of lauds 
to South African volunteers, Mr. Brown 
said tho government could count on the 
approval of every member of the opposi- 
tion and paid a high tribute to the mem- 
bers of the Canadian contingents. 

Concerning the proposed amendment 
to the school act. he failed to see how 
tin; Hon. member for West Yale could 
refer to it as an able policy. There was 
nothing in the speech to indicate the 
nature or scope of the amendment. The 
same ambiguity applied to the whole 
speech. lie proceeded to criticise the 
public school system of British Colum- 
bia as antiquated and defective, and 
declared the people were not getting tho 
value of the large sum annually devoted 
lo education.. He would like to see tho 
government make an advance towards 
the improvement of the system. The 
frequent change of text books was a 
matter that might easily be remedied. 
The cost of books is a serious matter 
to people of small means and large' fami- 
lies. The proposal that the government 
should print and publish the text books 
was a good one and worthy of earnest 
consideration. 

lie was glad to see a reference to the 
encouragement of the wood pulp indus- 
try and he hoped something tangible 
would result. 

Mr. Brown congratulated the govern- 
ment on the references in the speech to 
the promised assistance to the dairy in- 
dustry, lie assured the government 
that the opposition was prepared to sup- 
port any measure that will tend to pro- 
mote the prosperity of the whole pro- 
vince such as the promised effort to se- 
cure a reduction of freight rates. 

Touching the railway question the gov- 
ernment did not go far enough. It was 
a disappointment to see no reference 
in the speech to government ownership 
or railways. It had been argued by 
honourable members on the government 
side of the house during the last elec- 
tion campaign that a line from Bound- 
ary country to the coast was an en- 
gineering impossibility, but now that 
they found themselves securely in their 
seats they declared the feasibility of the 
road— how could they explain this com- 
plete volte face? lie acknowledged the 
necessity of a railway to the north end 
of Vancouver Island, the only question 
was the cost and the terms upon whi'jh 
such a road could be secured. With re- 
gard to the proposed railway to the 
Northern boundary of the province, lie 
would like to know what route was to 
be taken. Such a road would necessar- 
ily lie costly and might not be perman- 
ent. It would be well to move cautious- 
ly in making a bargain for this railway. 
The province had suffered in the past 
from unwise bargains with railway pro- 
moters and in the future the government 
should carefully guard the interests of 
the people in making contracts for rail- 
way construction. 

Mr. Brown deplored the mining ac- 
cident at Cumberland and hoped the 
government would make a searching 
investigation, in order if possible to find 
out the causes, so as to guard against 
similar disasters in the future. He was 
in accord with the government in defer- 
ring the appointment of a mining com- 
mission, but lie thought the mining act 
was susceptible of some much needed 
amendments. 

He hoped the government would per- 
sist in doing all possible to remedy the 
evils of Asiatic immigration. He trusts 
ed the cabinet delegates to Ottawa ex 
plained that the British Columbia gov- 
ernment was a strictly nonparty one. 
The government had proved its non- 
partisan character by lopping off all tho 
official heads in sight. 

Mr. Brown then proceeded to criticise 
tho government for neglect to mention 
many important matters. . He said the 
timber regulations were calculated to 
drive out capital and impede the pro- 
gress of the country. 

Mr, Elicits— "What are the defects?" 

Mr. Brown declined to go into particu- 
lars: lie understood that the regulations 
were had. ITo thought the good roads 
movement should have boon given some at- 
tention. He believed that about no per 
cent, of the appropriations for roads and 
bridges was wasted. 
Mr. Wells— Where? 

Mr. Brown was proceeding, not noticing 
Mr. 'WoIIb' question- 
Mr. Eberts— The chief commissioner of 
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lands and works wants to know where that 
happened 

Mr. Brown was not prepared to name a 
specific case. He said It was told him by 
persons who professed to know and hail 
been referred to in some of the papers. 
He did not wish to throw personal blame 
upon the chief eommlsslouer, but he felt 
that reform mid a better system should be 
adopted in road making. He complained 
of the late date at which the house had 
been called together and feared that sev- 
eral Important mutters would be delayed In 
eoiisptplcuePi 

Mr. Murphy lose to correct Mr. Brown's 
statement that lie (Mr. Murphy) had oppos- 
ed the construction of the Coast to Koot- 
enay railway, lie had always warmly sup- 
ported the road, but opposed Its being built 
by the government of the province. 

Hon. Mr. Turner complimented Mr. Mur- 
phy on the excellence of his speech, which 
he said was the best he had ever heard on 
a similar occasion lu his long experience 
In the house. It was gratifying to welcome 
to the legislature such talented young men 
as Mr. Murphy, who was n native son of 
British Columbia. He also paid Mr. Dickie 
a compliment on his businesslike remarks 
In seconding the address. 

The remarks of the honorable the mem- 
ber from New Westminster, while intended 
for u criticism of the speech from the 
throne, were In reality so void of anything 
that could be construed into severe criti- 
cism that they could only be accepted as 
commendation. Mr. Turner explained that 
the government had considered tho matter 
of printing school hooks, but bad conclud- 
ed that the books could be produced much 
cheaper by the publishing houses. 

The government ownership of railways 
was a very serious question for a province, 
far too serious to be undertaken without 
the most careful consideration. The experi- 
ence of colonies that have tried the experi- 
ment has been far from satisfactory. In 
one colony the latest available statements 
show thnt the government owned roads 
arc a failure. The freight rates are enor- 
mous and the passenger rates In some 
cases hs high as ten cents a mile. The 
roads are badly equipped, slow and In every 
way unsatisfactory, and the government Is 
looking about for some remedy. The charge 
thnt the present government when In oppo 
sitlon opposed the construction of the Coast 
to Kooteuay railway was groundless and 
unfair; on the contrary, had It not been for 
the action of the honorable gentleman and 
his friends of the opposition, that road 
would be built and running to-day. (Ap 
plnuse.) Their opposition had defeated the 
construction of the road at a time when 
the province could have borrowed money 
to build It on the most favorable terms 
and delayed It until the present less favor- 
able condition of the money market. Mr. 
Turner denied that the province had been 
overreached In the past in granting aid 
to railways, and went on to show that at 
though the Shuswap & Okanagan, and 
other roods, appeared to be an expense 
they were really paying back all that had 
been expended by the province, if not in 
actual cash from their earnings, at least 
Indirectly lu Increased revenue created by 
the Increase of population, and the estab- 
lishment of new Industries in the country 
traversed by these roads. (Applause.) 

Mr. Turner explained that the delay in

completing certain roads and constructing 
others was mainly caused by the lateness 
In making the appropriations last year 
aad the bad weather coming on early. 
He ridiculed Mr. Brown's statement about 
the political leanings of the cabinet and 
Informed that gentleman that no civil serv- 
ants had been discharged during the pre- 
mier's absence at Ottawa. Perhaps Mr. 
Brown would wish something of that kind 
to happen so that the opposition might 
have a grievance, of which they seemed 
to stand sorely In need. (Applause.) Tho 
ministers did not go to Ottawa to talk 
polities,- they went on business and to pre- 
sent the demands of the province In an In- 
telligent way; thoy went to promote the 
best Interests of British Columbia, and he 
was happy to be In a position to feci that 
they had succeeded to a very gratifying 
degree, (Applause.) 

Mr. fjtlmour, Vancouver, added his con- 
gratulations to those of the previous 
speakers to the mover and seconder of the 
address. lie was glad to see the promised 
amendment to the school act and hoped it 
would afford relief to poor people who now 
felt the burdSi, of the high prices of school 
books. He trusted the reference to the 
wood pulp industry would materialize In 
such a manner that the British Columbia 
Const wonld soon be furnishing paper to 
the Oriental market. The government 
made n mistake In neglecting to take an 
active interest In the good roluls movement. 
Mr. GUmour then entered upon a long dis- 
cussion of the merits of the government 
ownership of railways, contending that the 
experiment had been successful in other 
countries. Last year a company offered 
to build a road Into Yukon without a bonus 
or land grant but for some reason, the 
offer was refused; it seemed to be the policy 
of tho government to see ';he gold of the 
North carried out of the country by sonic 
other route. 

The Attorney-Genera!— You're off on your 
geography. 

Mr. Gllinour— It would be a good thin;: 
if some of the government people would 
travel round and find out something about 
the geography of the province. He urged 
the government to encourage shipbuilding, 
and proceeded to make some sarcastic re- 
marks about the mission of the ministers to 
Ottawa, closing by assuring the govern- 
ment that the opposition would soon occupy 
the treasury benches. 

Cap.t Tatlow, Vancouver, said the honor- 
able member for New Westminster had 
taunted the Independent members of the 
house for having shown government lean- 
ings. For ids part he was happy to say- 
that be felt that he could, as an Independ- 
ent, give tile government a hearty support, 
so long as It adhered to a policy that was 
calculated to advance the Interests of the 
whole province. The pulp Industry was 
one of great Importance, and he hoped It 
would be fostered by the government so 
that British Columbia might secure the 
Immense trade which was opening In the 
Orient. 

Another important matter was the en- 
couragement of small holders of land, and 
one In which he was much Interested. 
Small holdings, fully cultivated, could not 
fall to add to the general wealth of the 
country, and nothing could conduce more 
to the encouragement of the immigration 
of a desirable' class of settlers. He com- 
mended the government's Intention to give 
grants of land to returned volunteers. 

Capt. Tatlow then spoke of the railway 
policy of the government, hoping that 
beneficial results would be witnessed from 
it in the near future. The speaker dwelt 
on tiie importance of encouraging the es- 
tablishment of smelters in the province and 
the encouragement of shipbuilding, point- 
ing out that the lumber industry of the 
province had to compete against a bounty 
of $1.15 per thousand granted to United 
Stutos ships. Capt. Tatlow expressed 
pleasure at the government's nctlon re- 
garding Asiatic immigration, which, he 
thought .should meet with, the approval of 
every friend of the province. He urged the 
punishment of those who engaged in the 
practice of Issuing fraudulent naturaliza- 
tion papers to Japanese, and concluded an 
Interesting speech by moving the adjourn- 
ment of the debate. 

The house then adjourned until 2 o'clock 
this afternoon.

Richest Claim Said Not to Yield 
More Than Twenty Cents 
to the Pan. 



Quartz Strike Near Dawson— 
Vaccination Station for 
White Horse. 



According to news received from Daw- 
eon by the steamer Amur, which arrived 
on Sunday from the North, the. latest 
authentic information from Clear creek 
states that gravel has been found which 
runs 20 cents to the pan on one claim, 
which is the best strike made in the dis- 
trict, The, prospects on the majority of 
the, claims are not flattering and min- 
ers are returning every day who arc not 
enthusiastic over the outlook. The popu- 
lar trail is now the Arkansas creek 
route instead of via Gold Run. Rond- 
houses have been established at conveni- 
ent distances alotig the trail. 

On February 5 Jim Dougherty, who 
was one of the characters of the early 
Klondike days, together with his party 
of miners, arrived back at Dawson from 
Clear creek, bringing an adverse report 
of those diggings. He reported that 
they had put in a month there without 
striking anything worth staking, the 
prospects not being worth an entry fee. 

According to telegraphic advices, 
which had reached Skngway from the 
Klondike capital, the Dawson papers of 
February 15 published big accounts of 
a rich quartz strike on lupine creek, 
about 15 miles from Dawson. The 
leads, it is said, can be traced for miies. 
and the veins are of varying width. As- 
says taken of rocks near the surface 
run $84 in gold, besides a small showing 
of silver and baser metals. As a result 
of the report a small sized stampede to 
the new discovery litis resulted. It is 
reported that all the ground lias been 
located. 

A shaft 130 feet deep has been sunk 
by Charles Everett at Moosehido pilch, 
near Dawson, exploring for gold. He 
expects to keep on until ho stikes bed- 
rock. It is rumored that in early days 
great quantities of gold were taken 
from this creek. 

Dawson is to have a big prize fight on 
March 5, for the championship of tho 
Yukon and a sido bet of ?500. as well 
as the gate receipts. A despatch of Feb- 
ruary lfi says Frank Slavin and Devlne 
then' signed articles for a ten-round 
fight for tho Yukon championship on 
March 5. A six-days' go-as-you-please 
race began on the 16th at the Orphemo, 
six contestants competing. 

Mr. MeArthur, Yukon health officer, 
in a report to the Yukon council on Feb- 
ruary 15, recommends that a vaccination 
station he established at the summit of 
White Pass next summer, and that 
everyone entering the territory be sub- 
ject' to vaccination. lie also advances 
the novel scheme of constructing a gar- 
bage crematory for Dawson, the gar- 
bage to lie used as fuel under steam 
boilers, which will supply power 'for a 
smaJl electric light plant. 

According to mail advices from Daw- 
son, official notice lias been given that 
applications for hydraulic grants have 
been cancelled as follows: G. W. Mit- 
chell, It. IT. Graham, Sir .Tames Grant— 
Concession on Stewart river. I. X. 
Harris— Colibau crook. TV. Moore— Ot- 
tawa creek. Wm. Jorel and Doftus S. 
House— Bnllnrnt creek. M. TJickson— 
Australia creek. Geo. Kaniillard— Sixty 
Mile. OiMis Rros.-Sla.te creek. W. A. 
Clark— Ten Mile creek. The nbove ter- 
ritory has been thrown open for placer 
mining entry. 

A Dawson telegram of February 1fl 
says: The suit of Belcher v. MeDonnld. 
arising from a difagrceniont over the 
transfer of a rich Eldorado claim, is 
now on trial. Belcher asks judgment on 
a note for .$120,000. 

The Canadian Bank of Commerce dins 
acquired the Aurora dock site and will 
build immediately. 

The White Horse Star says Ttobt. 
Howe has discovered coal 12 miles west 
of Dugdalo. The coal is lignite and 
tests have proven that it is of first-class 
commercial finality. The vein from 
which the specimen shown was taken is 
20 feet wide a.nd pitches downward at 
an angle of 45 degrees between well de- 
fined Slate walls. Six men are now at 
work opening up the claim, but have not 
as yet gone down far enough to got 
through the top layer of weather slacked 
coal on top. which somewhat injures the 
appearance of it, but has no perceptible 
influence on Its heating qualities. 

Mai! has bc««n received at Skagway 
from Nome. The carrier left Nome on 
November 24. Up to Norember 22 the 
weather was comparatively mild, after 
which a strong north wind set in. Tho 
sea was still open, but huge floes of dee 
could bo seen out at sea.. Prices on 
some commodities were very high. Coal 
was from $85 to S125 per ton, wood $40 
a cord and hay $250 per ton.

Three Steamers 

(Carrying Ore 



Lenora Mine at Mt Sicker Ship- 
ping Over a Hundred Tons 
a Day. 



Smeller Will be Built This Fall 
by the Owners of the Tyee 
Property. 



Ore is being carried In three steamers 
to the Tacoma smelter from the Lenora 
mine at Mount Sicker. This has been the 
record for some v eeks past, and It is like- 
ly to be kept up for the rest of the year, 
as the owner of the property, Mr. Henry 
Croft, lias a contract to deliver 2.j,<mj0 tons 
to that smeltev this year. The tram which 
was built from the mine to the line of the 
10. & N. railway has been completed and 
hauling ore for n month or more and at 
present the shipments from the mine are 
at the rate of 105 tons per day. The tramp 
line Is some seven miles in length and 
strikes the railway near Westuolm station. 
Here the ears have to be transferred to 
the E. & N. and thence to the water, for 
transshipment. It Is the Intention of the 
owners to extend tile tram to the water's 
edge another t»o and a half, when the 
shipments will then be made direct. The 
steep grade on the line requires the use of 
a geared engine Instead of one with the 
usual side drive rc-le. 

Speaking of the mines of the Mount 
Sicker district generally, Mr. Pellow-Hnr- 
vey, who has lust returned from a few 
days' visit to the properties said there can 
be no doubt in the minds of all Interested 
In the development of mining on Vancou- 
ver Island, Unit this camp is a demonstrat- 
ed success. The achievements of Mr. Croft 
are ample proof fur tho most skeptical.

Capt. Cantwell Saves Indian Boy 
on Lower Yukon from Death 
or Slavery. 



Ketchikan [Miners Narrowly Es- 
cape in Wreck of Their 
Sail Boat. 



An Interesting story of the strange Slwash 
customs of the far north was brought by 
tile Amur. Capt. Cantwell. of the revenue 
cutter Nnnlvnk, tells a tale to the effect 
that an Indian hoy had accblently shot 
and killed a companion near Nulate. When 
the tribe had decided that the only way 
to make things even was to giro the boy 
over to the parents of the one killed to 
be their slave, or else to take his life. 
They were having a pow-wow over the 
matter, and as there was no one else to step 
in and prevent murder, Capt. Cantwell 
did so, Informing the Shaman and all the 
rest of the Indians that the government 
would not allow such acts to be commit- 
ted, that if the boy was guilty he could 
be arrested and punished by law, that the 
government would do the punishing, and 
If anyone else dared to linrm the boy the 
government would catch him and hang 
him If it took years to do It. This so scar- 
ed the Shaman that he has disappeared. 

The Skngway News says: "A shipwreck 
Which nearly proved fatal, occurred on 
the ilrst of the month near Dnll Head, on 
Clarence str.-dt, while Hnrry Williams, 
Geo. Ehrhardt and H. Ruck were returning 
from Nlblack Anchorage nnd while crossing 
the straits In an open sail boat. A squall 
struck the boat and tore out the rudder 
Iron, which left them at the mercy of the 
waves. As the boat fell Into the trough 
of the sea n wave washed the oars away, 
but, fortunately, the occupants Had the 
presence of mind to snatch two small oars 
which still remained. With th? greatest 
difficulty the boat was brought before the 
wind, and after several le.urs' hard work 
they succeeded In reaching Annette Island, 
narrowly escaping a wreck on the reefs 
which line the shore. Tho boat was broken 
to pieces on •.hi; shore before they got 
taken to smoother water.
